WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s special fact- 
finding board continued sessions 
today in efforts to mediate the 
threatened strike of 350,000 railway 
operating employes after a mara- 
thon session of nearly 23 hours 
brought no results.

The railroads were 
agreeable, but the brotherhoods 
balked.

Burma Reinforcements. 

A large contingent of seasoned 
British and Indian troops, many 
veterans of fighting in other the- 
aters of war, landed at Rangoon, 
Burma, during the week end and 
were taking up positions along the 
1700-mile front which Britain is 
building up through the jungles 
and mountains of Malaya and 
Burma. — 

(The London radio also said that 
more British warships had been 
sent to the Far East.) 

Simultaneously Alfred Duff 
Cooper, British Far East co-ordi- 
nator, and Gen. Sir Thomas Bla- 
mey, Australian deputy command- 
er-in-chief in the Middle East, ar- 
rived in Singapore from Australia. 

In Canberra, the Australian Cab- 
inet was summoned to a special 
session today. 

The Bangkok radio continued to 
broadcast a stream of warnings 
to the Thailand population to be 
ready for any emergency as re- 
ports from many sources told of 
growing Japanese naval activity 
in the waters off Indo-China. 

It was reported. here that the 
Japanese already had massed 70,- 
000 picked troops in northern and 
southern border areas of the 
French colony. 


Road Patrol. 


Details of the all-American air 
patrol which is soon to be estab- 
lished over the Burma road were 
Misclosed after the announcement 
that Japanese planes had bombed 
that vital supply route last Friday 
for the first time since early sum- 
mer. 

The bombing was taken here by 
observers as an indication that the 
Japanese had learned that the pa- 
trol, preparations for which have 
been an open secret for some time, 
still was not quite ready to take 
the air. 

The majority of men serving in 
the new branch of the Chungking 
Government's air force are former 
regular members of the United 
States Army and Navy who have 
been permitted to leave the service 
for the specific purpose of fight- 
ing in China. -More than 100 of 
these veteran pilots have been en- 
rolled. 

The unit is being equipped with 
P-40 fighters, which, though not 
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the most modern American combat 
planes, are considered well adapt- 
ed for their assignment. Chinese 
coolies are building a network of 
airports for the unit, which has its 
own technicians, mechanics and 
medica] corps. 

There was some uneasiness over 
Friday's declaration by Common- 
wealth President Manuel Quezon 
that the Philippines were not pre- 
pared for war. In a speech Quezon 
asserted that “American imperial- 
ists,” isolationists and “so-called 
liberty-loving elements” had pre- 
vented him from exercising emer- 
gency powers to bring about pre- 
paredness, — 

Quezon issued the following 
statement yesterday: 

“There can never be any ques- 
tion as to my absolute loyalty to 
President Roosevelt and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. My 
speech was a denunciation of the 
misrepresentation and misinforma- 
tion sent to the United States by 
theorists and pacifists and civil 
liberties unions which ve. 
pression of what we are trying’ to 
do . here. 

“President Roosevelt knows that 
he can count on me and my Gov- 
ernment and my people to the bit- 
terest end.” 

Meanwhile reliable sources said 
the speech and its aftermath had 
left Quezon quite ill. He has been 
in ill health for some time. 

Some Filipinos said the tense 
state of affairs made Quezon’s 
speech untimely. They said it tend- 
ed to excite an already jittery pop- 
wlace regarding the islands’ 
fenses.

Reorganization Managers Bid in Property at 
Minimum Set by U. S. Judge Davis 
Who Will Pass on Deal. 


The $330,000,000 Wabash Rail- 
road was sold to the reorganiza- 
tion managers for $31,030,950 in an 
auction sale held today at the Wa- 
bash freight station, Second street 
and Franklin avenue. 

The price was the minimum set 
by United States District Judge 
Charles B, Davis in his decree or- 
dering the sale. The transaction is 
subject to the approval of the Dis- 
trict Court. 

Tom K. Smith, one of the four 
reorganization managers, and Ar- 
thur K. Atkinson of New York, 
secretary of the managers, did the 
actual bidding. 

They bid the lowest price fixed 
by Judge Davis on each of the 10 
individual parcels, as well as on 
the property as a whole. 

Included in the bid price for the 
assets was the undertaking to as- 
sume obligations. The reorganiza- 
tion managers announced exten- 
sion of time for deposit of bonds 
under the plan to Jan. 1. They 
expect to declare the plan opera- 
tive before the end of this year. 

The sale, held exactly 10 years 
after the Wabash entered Federal 
receivership, was in line with the 
reorganization plan approved by 
Judge Davis last August, under 
which the Pennsylvania- Railroad 
will be allowed to acquire a ma- 
jority of the shares. 

.The sale was conducted by Spe- 
cial Master John 8S. Leahy, who is 


to report its results to Judge Davis. 


by Dec. 13. Judge Davis will ap- 
prove or disapprove the sale after 
a hearing. 

Upon approval by the Court the 
new Wabash Railroad Co., as suc- 
cessor to the present Wabash Rail- 
way Co. will take over operation 
of the properties and the new com- 
pany’s bonds and shares will be 
distributed as provided in the re- 
organization plan. The receivers 
will be discharged formally after 
completing odds and ends of their 
task. 

Ninety-two per cent of the rail- 
road’s $143,00,000 of bonds has been 
deposited th the reorganization 
managers in assent to the plan. 
Deposited bonds will be applied 
by the managers on the purchase 
price. Non-depositing bondholders 
will receive their proportionate 
share of the purchase price in 
cash; others will receive new se- 
curities asx provided in the plan. 

The plan wipes out stockhold- 
ings in the old company, reduces 
capitalization from $330,759,265 to 
$192,647,795 and cuts annual fixed 
interest charges from $7,391,362 to 
$2,558,418. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which owns about 49 per cent 
of the present preferred and com- 
mon stock issues, proposes under 
the plan to buy rew common 
shares at $12.75 S provided at

TO FARMERS OF 
~ARTER PROTEST 


Dairymen: Threaten Strike, 
So Present Schedule Will 
Stand Until Rises Go in 
Effect. 


Threat of a strike by producers 
of milk in the St. Louis market 
was removed today when the larg- 
er distributors agreed not to insti- 
tute a i0-cent cut in the hundred- 
weight price paid the producers, 

A mass meeting of Missouri and 
Illinois farmers, members of the 
‘Sanitary Milk Producers, a c0-op- 
erative organization, which fur- 
nishes 72 per cent of the milk for 
the local market, had been sched- 
uled for Wednesday at O’Fallon, 
Ill., to determine the course of ac- 
tion to be taken. Threats of a 
strike had been made by members, 
who said they would not sell milk 
at the reduced price. — 

E. W. Tiedeman, president of 
the producers’ association, who an- 
mounced the agreement with the 
dairies, said the meeting would be 
held but that the danger of a 
strike now was past. 

Fluid milk prices were to have 
been reduced 10 cents a hundred 
pounds effective today under an 
order of the Department of Agri- 
culture last December. Issuance of 
a new price schedule granting in- 
creases, Tiedeman charged, had 
been delayed by attorneys for the 
large distributors, who petitioned 
for a review of the ‘department's 
recent findings and asked permis- 


sion to file exceptions to the pro- 


posed new schedule. 

Had it not been for this delay, 
the new schedule would have been 
effective two or three weeks ago, 
he said. 

The producers were paid $2.70 
a hundred pounds for Class 1 milk 
during November. That price will 
remain in effect, Tiedeman said, 
until the new price schedule be- 
comes effective.

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Big Generating Plant to Supply | 
‘ State Co-operatives and Provide 
~ For Wider Power Use Considered

| Sho-Me Corpuration Drafting Tentative 
- Plans for Farmer-Owned System—$8,000,- 
000 Mentioned as Possible Cost.

MACON, Mo., Dec. 1. — Con- 
struction of a large co-operative 
generating plant is being consid- 
ered as a possible source of elec- 
tricity to be distributed through 
rural co-operatives to Missouri 
farms. 

This was disclosed by the recent 
incorporation of the Sho-Me Power 
Co-operative, an organization 
whose members are 26 of the 35 
Missouri co-operatives already par- 
ticipating in the program of the 
Federal Government's Rural Elec- 
trification Administration. = 

Consummation of this plan would 
Make Missouri farmers the own- 
ers not only of their own distribu- 
tion systems but also of the source 
ef wholesale energy. 

The Sho-Me co-operative has en- 
gaged engineers ‘to draft prelimi- 
mary plans for a generating and 
transmission system and is pre- 
paring to apply to the REA for a 
construction loan. Although all 
plans are tentative, the WPost- 
Dispatch has learned that a steam- 
powered plant at a central loca- 
tion, possibly on the Missouri Riv- 
er, is favored. A possible alterna- 
tive is two interconnected steam 
plants, so located as to facilitate 
transmission of wholesale energy 
to the distributing co-operatives 
throughout the State. Probable 
cost is indefinite, but $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 has been mentioned. 

Cheap Coal a Factor. 

Accessibility of cheap coal will 
be a major factor in selection of 
the site or sites. Coal which can 
be mined cheaply underlies a con- 
siderable area in the central and 


, north parts of the State. 


Organization of the Sho-Me Pow- 
er Co-operative was sponsored by 
the Missouri State Electrification 
Association, of which W. M. Cross 
of Macon is president. This as- 
gociation is composed of repre- 
sentatives of all the 35 rural elec- 
tric co-operatives in Missouri. 

Cross said to the Post-Dispatch 
that the proposed co-operatively 
owned generating plant is part of 
a long-range program, contemplat- 
ing a much wider distribution of 
electricity to farmers than is pro- 
vided for by the existing systems. 

The rural co-operatives are sup- 
plying electricity to more than 20,- 
000 Missouri farms. . When lines 
under construction are completed 


the number will be practically dou- | 


bled. There are 256,000 farms in 
the State. Since the utility com- 
panies serve less than 30,000, rural 
electrification still will have an 
immense field for expansion even 
after REA construction now under

Four Chief Weapons 


Confront the Tanks. 
7” ANKS that look so tough, are 
delicate and highly destruc- 
tible. They have four chief weapons 
to contend with: Land mines, anti- 
tank artillery, other tanks and 
planes. 

Land mines blow them up. Anti- 
tank artillery and other tanks 
smash in their armor, blow off 
their treads and put them out of 
action. Planes are more subtle; 
their specialty is starving tanks 
to death. 

The most heavily armed airplane 
cannot hurt the tank; its armor 
is proof against machine-gun fire 
and it is too small a target to 
bomb effectively. But even the 
most obsolete plane that flies can 
choke a column of tanks into sub- 
mission by bombing or scattering 
its gasoline supply train. Its gaso- 
line-supply train is its Achilles 
heel. Gasoline trucks can be fired 
by either incendiary or explosive 
bullets. A. .pply column is always 
accompanied by anti-aircraft guns 
mounted on trucks, but there are 
never enough of them to bother a 
diving plane much, 

The enemy the tank fears least 
is the enemy you probably have 
heard most about: The man on 
foot with a hand grenade or a 
bottle of gasoline to set it on fire. 
The commanding officer of one 
tank outfit said to me that he 
would shoot one of his own squad- 
ton leaders personally if he ever 
caught him letting infantry get 
hear his machines, because if that 
happened it would be positive 
Proof that the squadron leader 
was so incompetent that he was 
a menace to the lives of his own 
men. 

The reason it takes months to 
train a good tank squadron is that 
its maneuvers are highly technical. 
But once they are mastered there 
should be no point of the compass 
from which a group of tanks can 
be attacked on foot. Once the 
tank formation has been broken 
by enemy action, that is something 
else again. In any case, tanks 


have enough enemies oftheir own, 
and they are so vulnerable to 
damage to their supply columns 
that ‘it’s small comfort to them 
that they can handle infantry. 


Lead Cinderella Lives, 
From Hellion to Tin Can. 


HEIR supply columns are the 

panzer divisions’ weak points 
not only because they éannot be 
armored and defended, but be- 
cause they have to follow so close- 
ly. They literally have to go over 
the top with the tanks themselves, 
It depends, of course, on how fast 
a tank is traveling and how much 
low gear it must use, but it usually 
runs out of gas in a few hours, 
During these few hours a squad- 
ron of tanks is a fearsome thing. 
It can sneer at soldiers on foot 
and laugh off planes in the sky. 
But it lives a Cinderella life and 
its clock is forever striking 12, 
when it changes abruptly from a 
careening, roaring, rip-snorting 
hellion into nothing more fearsome 
than a tin can. 

But the tank squadron that has 
had the luck to avoid land mines, 
to escape from anti-tank artillery 
and, after meeting none of its 
own kind, to get back to its gas- 
oline supply, is still some distance 
from home and it is not able to 
report to headquarters with the 
magic phrase “no casualties.” For 
when its commander takes stock 
he finds that despite all the day’s 
good luck he has still come in 
several tanks shy. Two broke 
treads, one went over on its back 
coming down the side of a hill, 
and another .burned out a bearing. 
And next morning, when he wants 
to go in action again, his sergeant 
mechanic tells him that two more 
tanks have cracks in their cylinder 
heads and two are likely to break 
down if taken out again. 


Unit That Captured 
Bengasi Ceased to Exist. 


T HE British tank column that 
. captured 150,000 Italians and 
took Bengasi accomplished one 
pf the most spectacular military 
victories in History. Yet when it 
took stock of itself after the battle 
was over it found it simply didn’t 
exist. There wasn’t enough of it 
left to call a tank column. What 
there was left of it was in such 
bad repair that it couldn’t be used 
without the most extensive over- 
hauling. 

A complete factory of machine 
tools cannot be carried into action. 
There must be a base where there 
are power lathes, presses and

_ Here, along the sunbaked, wast- 
ed shore, England calls no confer- 
ences of Vienna and preaches no 
sermons on the new world order. 
But Africa is being divided just as 
it has been for the last 80 years. 
Even John Bull’s capacious colo- 
nial pockets cannot conceal two 
of the longest of the valuable 
stretches of coastline that have 
been fought for in this war. 


Italian Somaliland, until last 
March a two-edged sword turned 
against India and Africa, now is 
only a memory. A strip of coast as 
long as from. Maine to South Caro- 
lina, the outer hallway to the in- 
valuable Red Sea passage, has be- 
come British, thanks to the stout 
arms of the regiments from South- 
east and West Africa. Within the 
same hallway to Suez, Britain won 
another strip of strategic shore- 
line as long as the American Gulf 
coast from Alabama to Texas— 
Eritrea, Italy’s first foothold in 
the East, as Somaliland was its 
second. The Suez route is all Brit- 
ish now. 


British Prospects. 

The first World War resulted in 
British envelopment of most of 
Germany’s African empire. Slowly 
but surely the same thing is hap- 
pening to Italy now.. With France 
unlikely to recover for many years 
even after an Allied victory, it is 
certain that so long as America 
stands at the right and Russia at 
the left, Britain will emerge from 
the war titular as well as de facto 
master of Africa. 

In the pitching sea aboard a big 
troopship far outside Mogadiscio’s 
breakwater, I was hoisted aloft 
from the liner’s deck in an _ ele- 
vator-like cage with 10 Uganda sol- 
diers.

The Japanese have either 
superlative airplanes and good pi- 
lots, or they have. obsolescent 
planes and poor pilots. 

Much of the mystery stems from 
the secrecy with which the Army 
and Navy have pursued their de- 
velopments. The Occidental se 
if ever is permitted to glimpse, let 
alone examine, Japanese-made war- 
planes. 

The Western world knows that 
Japan in four years of fighting has 
neutralized Chinese air power, but 
China, of course, had little to begin 
with. 


Air Force Improved. 


At the start of the “China inci- 
‘dent” Japanese bombers had noto- 
riously poor aim, but that was four 
years ago and Japan’s critics con- 
cede that the air force has shown 
a vast improvement. 

As for planes, Mark J. Ginsbourg, 
Far Eastern correspondent of the 
Washington Post, and a British 
Army officer, H, 8S. Mazet, wrote 
in February, 1940, that the Japa- 
nese had a twin-engine pursuit 
plane mounting from six to eight 
guns and capable of 350 miles an 
hour, 

It had been in service more than 
a year. Only now is the United 
States starting the quantity manu- 
facture of a similar type of plane.

HE country has just passed

HE votes in Congress marked 

the end of the long controversy

In this 
ebate the interventionists have 
wished to defend the Western 
Hemisphere at a distance by co- 
operating with the Allies to main- 
tain command of the Atlantic 
Ocean; the non - interventionists 
have perferrad to stand guard 
alone in this hemisphere. Since the 
interventionist policy called for 
preventive action to forestall a 
danger which was not yet directly 
upon us, the need for the action was 
not apparent to every one, and 
therefore the risks of acting were 
clearer to many Americans than 
were the risks of not acting. Nev- 
ertheless, a considerable and a 
growing majority of the people 
came to favor the interventionist 
policy, and in the period between 
the enactment of lease-lend in 
March and the amendment of the 
neutrality act in November the 
preventive policy was adopted, 


It is now in force, and there is 
no reason for thinking that it will 
need to be reconsidered or radicaliy 
revised until.and unless there is a 
radical change in. the military po- 
sition. If there is such a change, 
new decisions will have to be taken. 
But until and unless there is, none 
will need to be proposed, and so 
our problem now is no longer that 
of debating and deciding a policy 
but of executing effectively a pol- 
icy which has been determined 
upon. Under these circumstances, 
as Senators Taft and Gillette have 
indicated, a loyal opposition can- 
not place itself in the position of 
resisting or of weakening the pol- 
icy itself.

The country understands that if 
war is to be avoided, it can only 
be by making it perfectly clear to 
Japan that we can retreat no 
further. 


Thus our Atlantic policy being 
completely established, is no longer 
a subject of controversial debate 
and our Pacific policy, as we can 
see from the absence of “isolation- 
ist” criticism, is fully supported by 
the nation. 


T HUS there has disappeared the 
cause and the ground of the 
political disunity in the Country, 
and the time has come when the 
responsible members of the oppo- 
sition must examine the position 
and reconsider their line of action, 
The question is a very grave one 
for the Republican party and for 
the country. Up to this point their 
opposition has, whatever their crit- 
ics may say about it, been a con- 
tribution to the making of na- 
tional policy. But once the pol- 
icy has been decided upon, it can- 
not be reversed and, therefore, op- 
position becomes illegitimate in so 
far as it challenges the good faith 
of the government, or impairs the 
practical operation of the policy,

Take 3000 children, run through 
@ department store toyland, add 
Santa Claus, presents and a vaude- 
ville show, stir well, pour out over 
eight flights of escalators, and you 
have a rough idea of the second 
annual Christmas party for crip- 
pled children and orphans held 
yesterday at Famous-Barr Co. 

All day long the children were 
brought to the Sixth. street en- 
trance in 41 busses operating on 
a carefully arranged schedule. 

The first group was made up 
of crippled children, including 
those from the Elias Michael 
School for Crippled Children, who 
came in the school’s six special 
busses lent for the day by the 
Board of Education. Then came 
three more groups of white chil- 
dren, and a final show for Negr 
boys and girls. ‘ 

Last year the company asked 
100 executives and buyers to be 
on hand to help out, but so many 
of the store’s employes were dis- 
appointed in missing the show that 
this year all who wished to volun- 
teer their services for the day 
were permitted to take part. About 
450 employes turned oat to help 
chaperone the guests and to enjoy 
a free turkey dinner in the em- 
ployes’ cafeteria. 

Except for the crippled children, 
who were taken on elevators, the 
other groups filed up the escalat- 
ors to an auditorium on the ninth 
floor. 

There they saw the Christmas 
show, which included clowns, a 
magician, trained dogs, a ventrilo- 
quist, a horse made of two tap 
dancers and even some performing 


birds, The performers donated 
their services for the five shows. 

Children then lined up before a 
series of nearby windows to re- 
ceive theif presents. On the basis 
of information supplied by the 34 
organizations which sent children, 
presents were carefully selected 
for age and sex and stacked in 
piles labeled “Boys—5,” “Boys — 
6,” “Girls—6” and so on. 

Next they filed past Santa Claus, 
‘to receive a brief but cordial greet- 
ing, a book of games and puzzles 
and a box of Christmas candy. 

Clutching these precious arm- 
fuls, the children then descended a 
short stairway to the toy depart- 
ment, to wander up and down the 
aisles and gaze at toy planes that 
dropped bombs on targets, formid- 
able tanks, rubber band rifles, 
electric trains and hundreds of 
other toys, 

And then finally, came the trip 
down the escalators, as thrilling to 
many of the children as any other 
part of the party. 

The assembly line process for 
loading and unloading the guests 
was improved this year on the 
basis of last year’s experience. 

When they reached the first 
floor, the children were shunted 
from the main aisle into side aisles, 
each identified by a large sign 
bearing the name of one of the 
institutions. 

Thus sorted and corralled, the 
children were easily called out by 
groups as their busses drew up at 
the door. Many persons downtown 
with their. own children to see the 
Christmas windows watched the 


loading process.

Senator Alva B. Adams of Colo-/ 


Currency, and Rules committees,, 
and chairman of a special Sen- 
ate committee on wool. 

In private life a Pueblo (Colo.) 
banker and attorney, he worked 
for economy in national spending 
until the last. As recently as 
Nov. 20 he issued a statement as- 
serting that Congress was being 
asked to appropriate for war sup- 
plies “far in excess of the needs 
for American defense.” 

Foreign Policy Opponent. 

Although he supported the ad- 
ministration in many matters, he 
did not agree with the President’s 
foreign policy and in early No- 
vember voted against changing 
the neufrality bill to permit arm- 
ing of United States merchant 
ships. He also opposed the Presi- 
dent’s Supreme Court reorganiza- 
tion plan and administration bills 
for reorganizing executive  di- 
visions of the Government. 

Senator Adams was 66 years old 
Oct. 29. He suffered a heart at- 
tack Tuesday night but. was 
thought to be recovering until a 
sudden turn for the worse came 
last night. 

Friends and associates said the 
attack, diagnosed as coronary 
thrombosis, was the indirect result 
of over-work. 

With him when he died were 
his wife, Mrs.“ Elizabeth Adams; 
a daughter, Mrs, Joseph Uhl of 
Pueblo, and her husband, and a 
son, Alva B. Jr., of Washington. 
Also surviving are a daughter, 
Mrs. James Booth, who is in San 
Francisco with her husband, an 


Army Lieutenant, and a son, Wil- 


liam, a student at Yale. 
Term Expires in 1945, 

The death was the second of a 
Colorado member of Congress in 
three months. Representative Ed- 
ward T. Taylor died at Denver 
Sept. 7, also of a heart attack. 

With Taylor’s successor to be 
elected Dec. 9, Coloracgo now has 
four members of Congress instead 
of the six to which it is entitled. 
Members of the delegation pre- 
dicted that Gov. Ralph L. Carr, a 
Republican, would appoint.a suc- 
cessor to Adams to serve until a 
special election can be held.

was placed before the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Eighth District, in session here 
today, in argument of a suit di- 
rected against Secretary of the In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes and the Bi- 
tuminous Coal Division. 

The plaintiff is the Midland Co- 
operative Wholesale of Minneapo- 
lis, represented by Attorney Daniel 
C. Rogers of Kansas City. 

As described in a brief filed by 
Rogers with the Court of Appeals, 
the suit is a statutory proceeding 
to review and set aside an order 
of the director of the Bituminous 
Coal Division, the order being a 
denial of the application of the 
cotoperative for registration as a 
“distributer” of bituminous coal 
under the Bituminous Coal Act. 

Order Issued Last May. 

The effect of the order, the brief 
says, is to prohibit the co-operative 
from engaging in the coal business 
with its 200 retail member co-op- 
eratives which are composed of in- 
dividual consumer members. About 
45 of the retail member co-opera- 
tives were buying and distributing 
about 600 carloads of coal annual- 
ly to their members at substantial 
savings before issuance of the 
order in question last May, the 
brief asserts. ⸗ 

Denial of the co-operative’s reg- 
istration was based largely on the 
finding of the Bituminous Coal 
Division, after a hearing, that the 
practice of the co-operative of pay- 
ing “patronage dividends” to its 
members constituted violation of 
the provisions of the Coal Act 
against “rebates.” 

If the co-operative had been a 
“bona fide and legit*nate farm- 
ers’ co-operative organization,” it 
would have been ex: ;+ed from 
the Coal Act, according to the find- 
in. but since it was mere’, ca 
“consumers’” co-operative no such 
exe-aption was allowed, the divi- 
sion ruled, 

Div‘sion of Savings Required. 

Nevertheless, the Minnesota law 
under which the wholesale co-op- 
erative is organized requires it to 
distri_ute to its members all sav- 
ings ‘' may earn in its merchadis- 
ing operations, Adherence to the 
ruling ~- the division would de- 
stroy the v~ -lesale co-operative’s 
coal busine.s <nd deny the con- 
sumer members of the retail co- 
operative the right to enjoy sav- 
ings which might be earned th¢ ‘e- 
by, the brief asserts. 

Describing the overations of the 
wholesale and retail co-operatives, 
the brief includes the calculation 
that, if the wholesale co-operatives 
were allowed to operate as a coal 
distributor in its normal method 
of doing business, the savings 
which it and the retail associa- 
tions would be able to pass on 
would amount to about $4 for each 
consuming member buying eight 
tons of coal a year. 

The brief asserts that the order 
is discriminatory ang unlawful and 
should be set aside.

ON OLD CHARGE 


Who Wrote Expose of 
Reds and Nazis. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
Richard Krebs, German-born au- 
thor who, under-the pen name of 


Jan Valtin, wrote the best’ seller, 
“Out of the Night,” was uncondi- 
tionally pardoned by Gov. Olson 
yesterday from a prison sentence 
for assault during the holdup of a 
dry goods merchant. 

Arrested by the Gestapo in Ger- 
many and convicted of high trea- 
son against the Hitler Govern- 
ment, Valtin, as he is popularly 
known, fled to this country and 
wrote his book, which puports to 


ties. 

Records show that he pleaded 
guilty of assault with a deadly 
weapon on Maurice L. Goodstein, 
67-year-old merchant, and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in San Quentin 
prison; that he was paroled after 
serving about three years and one 
month and was deported to Ger- 
many: Dec, 9, 1929. 

He was alleged to have entered 
the country illegally by “jumping 
ship” at Norfolk, Va. March 6, 
1938. 

Department of Justice officials 
said the author has admitted join-. 
ing the Communist party in 19238, 
but contended he quit it in 1937. 

Valtin was seized last March for 
deportation, but in his plea for an 
opportunity to apply for citizen- 
ship he maintained he would be 
beheaded if he were sent back to 
Germany because of his admitted 
exposure of Gestapo terrorism in 
Europe and the work of secret 
Nazi agents in this country. 

It was understood that pardon 
by Olson may be a step toward 
American citizenship and the pre- 
vention of deportation.

Chief Says Troops Would 
Suffer Unduly Large 

‘Losses if Put Into Battle 
at This Time. 


MONROE, N, C., Dec.

Within the first four mon of 
the new year “all artillery its 
are to shoot over troops (with live 
shells) and all infantry is to be 
shot over,” Lieut.

He made the statement at a 
press conference following his 
final meeting yesterday with high

Gen. McNair said next year’s 
training schedule, not yet formu- 
lated in detail, will begin by going 
“clear back to fundamentals and 
starting over on a high plane.” 
The program, he added, will aim 
at a “standard we must have if 
we are to go up against the Ger- 
mans.” 

Answering his own question, 
“Are United States troops. ready 
for war after six months of field 
maneuvers?” Gen. McNair said: 
“They certainly could fight effec- 
tively . . . but losses would be 
unduly heavy” at the — state 
of. training, 

He said: 

“The question is asked repeated- 
ly, ‘Are these troops ready for 
war?’ It is my judgment that, 
given complete equipment, they 
certainly. could fight effectively. 
But it is to be added with empha- 
sis that the losses would be unduly 
heavy, and the results of action 
against an adversary such as the 
Germans might not be all that 
could be desired.”

asserted Japanese bombers and 
fighting planes were superior to 
Soviet planes forming the bulk of 
the Russian air force in .the Far 
East. They described Japan as a 
major aviation power. 

Charles Healy Day, who for sev- 
eral years manufactured planes in 
China for the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government, said on his return to 
the United States two years ago 
that the workmanship and per- 
formance of Japanese planes com- 
pared favorably with those of 
American planes. . 


Balanced against such statements 
are others which frequently ridi- 
cule Japanese aviation. Lucien 
Zacharoff, writing in the magazine 
Aviation, in August, said: “Japan 
would crumble like a house of cards 
if engaged in a great air war.” 


The Army and Navy Journal, 
edited in Washington, in 1937 quot- 
ed some unnamed American Army 
officers as saying the Japanese had 
an inaptitude for aviation, marked 
by poor shooting.

the weight of our tanks. I suspect 
that we have a lot to learn. 
These facts also explain a major 
part of Hitler’s success in land 
war in Europe. Hitler’s engineers 
had mastered these facts, prob- 
ably before the war began, cer- 
tainly by the end of the Polish 
campaign. If there are enough 
talks for replacement—and there 
is a knack for organization—tank 
columns can be kept on the fifth 
day the fearsome things they were 
on the first. Hitler wags the first 


‘man to think of*tanks as expend- 


ible clay pigeons and to gear the 
production of Europe to meet this 
reality. German organization did 
the rest of it. 


British Have Found 
The Lesson Difficult. 


HE British have found the 

lesson of tank warfare diffi- 
cult to learn—principally because 
they have too much respect for 
the. tank as a machine. They in- 
vented the tank, and the tanks 
they make today are beautifully 
built. Much better than the Ger- 
mans’, Theirs is the Rolls-Royce 
among tanks; 
Ford, The trouble with the Rolls- 
Royce tank is that although it 
fights better for the few hours 
it is in action, it is almost as 
vulnerable as the Ford tank. It 
works no better after running 
over a land mine, It is just as 
helpless without gasoline. But 
when a Rolls-Royce tank is lost, 
& very great many hours’ work are 
lost. too. 

In one tank factory in England 
there are 3000 skilled workmen. 
It is a magnificent plant. It makes 
spectacularly efficient tanks—no 
German panzer division general 
ever had as good tanks to. com- 
mand, But that factory of 3000 
men turn out exactly six tanks a 
week. The fact is that only in the 
last year have the British begun 
to understand that tank. warfare 
calls for Fords, not Rolls-Royces. 

We Americans understand mass 
production. We always have un- 
derstood both the principles and 
practice better than the British. 
In the end our major contribution 
to this war may not be planes at 
all—as we like to think now—but 
inexpensive mass-produced tanks.

BERLIN, Dec. 14AP).—The out- 
line of a religious “new order” for 
Nazidom replacing Cathdlic and 
Protestant churches with a nation- 
al “German faith” is contained in 
a book circulating widely in Ger- 
many. : 


“We Germans have been called. 


by fate to be the first to break 
with Christianity; it is to be an 
honor,” wrote an anonymous young 
Nazi in the book called “Gott und 
Volk” (“God and Nation”). 

Two hundred thousand copies 
already are in circulation, appar- 
ently principally members 
of the SS (Black Shirt Elite Guard) 
and SA (Brown Shirt Storm Troop- 
ers), soldiers and labor service 
workers. In the Reich, where most 
of the printed word is inspired and 
controlled by the authorities, such 
a large circulation is significant. 

Says Church Has Failed. 

“For 2000 years the church had 
time to begin moulding mankind 
into a cleaner, higher-striving 
race,” the book says. “The church 
not only did nothing but has de- 
generated into a restraining im- 
pediment. 

“Finally, the Fuehrer and his 
movement have come, decried as 
heretic, to perceive and form true 
divine will. Christianity has failed 
and thus rung in its death hour. 

“A thousand bonds tie us to the 
Christian belief. But one blow will 
make us free. To make Germans 
strong and ripe for this step is our 
task, our holiest obligation.” 


The nearest thing to a definition | ad 


of the new national religion is con- 
tained in these words: “German 
faith won’t dictate to anyone his 
relationship to God. Everyone 
seeks his own way. But no one 
seeks it in Rome or Jerusalem: 
Germany is our holy land. It will 
be our feligion.” 

And again in a suggested creed: 
“I believe in a strong God and His 
eternal Germany.” . 

“Reformation Is No Help.” 

“Reformation is no help,” the 
book goes on. “What we need is 
order from the ground up. We 
want faith which flames out of 
the defths of German’ nature and 
out of German hearts.” 

Germany's Catholic bishops at- 
tacked the drive for a national re- 
ligion, as expressed by “Goit und 
Volk,” in a letter read from all 
pulpits. ; 

“The existence of Christianity 
and the church in Germany is at 
staké,” they said. “Recently a 
book has been spread in hundred 
of thousands of copies which 
serts we Germans have to choose 
between Christ and the German 
people. With flaming indignation 
we German Catholics refuse to 
make such choice.”

Danny Kaye Was Night 
Club Singer Less Than Year 
Ago, but Today the Critics 
are Ranking Him With the 
Nation's Top Comedians.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1. 
ROADWAY has a new boy 
friend, Danny Kaye has been 
knocking at the .door since 

1985, but it’s been less than a year 
since they let him in.. Before he 
opened last January in New York 
in Gertrude Lawrence's “Lady in 
the Dark,” Danny was a nice boy 
and a fairly successful night club 
entertainer at intervals. Danny is 
still a nice boy, but now he’s the 
star of his own musical, “Let’s 
Face It,” and they bring his week- 
ly pay envelope to him in an 
armored car Saturday nights. And 
now it’s “Right this way, Mr. 
Kaye,” when he steps into Lindy’s 
after the show. 

It would be according to pattern 
to observe that all this is an empty 
honor to Kaye, the self-made come- 
dian who pulled himself up by his 
own brainstorms. But it wouldn't 
be true. There were a great many 
years in New York when Danny 
walked past Lindy’s and occasion- 
ally entered, sharing with his wife, 
Sylvia Fine, a table specially re- 
served for the obscure. Prominent- 
ly displayed in the front of the 
room would be, say, Irving Berlin 
and “Ellin Mackay, Billy Rose and 
Eleanor Holm, Oscar Levant and 
June Gale and maybe Fred Allen 
and Portland Hoffa. Now they 
pull up a couple of more chairs 
and Danny loves it. 7 

For the benefit of those who have 
been more concerned with the in- 
ternational situation than with the 
developments of the New York 
theatrical season, let it be said that 
Danny is a comedian with a style 
all his own, who is best when he 
sings the songs specially written 
for him but also is uproariously 
funny when he clowns without mu- 
sic. Experts have nominated him 
for the same jesters’ gallery that 
houses Ed Wynn, Joe Cook, Bobby 
Clark, Bert Lahr and Jimmy Du- 
rante. He sings in what might be 
best, but inaccurately, described as 
double-talk, or perhaps gibberish, 
and he pantomimes in kind. That 
may not sound funny, but it is. 

This new brand of slap-happiness 
met the supreme test first in “Lady 
in the Dark.” Danny had been 
singing at a night spot where he 
had caught the ear of Moss Hart, 
playwright-producer. The come- 
dian’s wife, Sylvia Fine, an import- 
ant part of the life story of Danny, 
had written several songs for him 
and was directing his talents. 

“If I ever write another musical, 
it’ll be to have Danny in it,” Hart 
told Sylvia. 

After a bad start, Kaye was do- 
ing all right at “La Martinique.” 
He was drawing $350 a week and 
was in his eighteenth week when 
Moss called his wife. 

‘“Do you think Danny would be 
offended if I offered him a small 
part in my show?” he asked. 
Sylvia replied that she would see 
that Danny would not be of- 
fended. Thé part was more or less 
comig¢ relief, but it had one high 
spot—a tongue twisting song en- 
titled “Tschaikowsky.” The lyrics 
of this number were made up of 
84 virtually unpronounceable Rus- 
sian names. Kaye had always been 
good at fast patter and here was 
his chance to prove himself a 
master. He didn’t like the song 
at all, but Sylvia heard him sing 
it and changed his mind. x 

“Lady in the Dark” opened in 
Boston. Danny's spot was just 
ahead of Miss Lawrence in the 
scene that high spots the show in 
which she sings “The Saga of 
Jenny.” Danny scored a smash hit. 
Then Miss Lawrence took her cue 
and the orchestra struck up the 
introduction to “Jenny.” Kaye 
hung fearfully in the wings, in 
this, his moment of greatest 
triumph. : 

“T stood there praying she'd go

over,” Kaye said. “If she didn’t I 
knew my. song was going to be 
out. Nobody who knows the thea- 
ter business would blame her for 
one. minute for not wanting to fol- 
low right after an act that had 
scored high. 

But luckily for Danny, “Jenny” 
put them right back in the aisle. 
Miss Lawrence is good, too. 


Danny and Victor Mature were 
the problem children of “Lady in 
the Dark” cast. They had adja- 
cent dressing rooms and a joint 
valet. When they were shouting 
at each other in mock anger about 
the relative quality of their press 
notices, they were staging what 
appeared to be bitter quarrels 
over the use of the valet, each de- 
manding prior service—Mature to 
meet Martha Stephenson, whom he 
was “dating” at the time, and 
Kaye to make a night club en- 
gagement. 


* — * 
ISS MARGARET DALE, a 
M veteran character actress who 

needed no wig to portray her 
white-haired role, objected when 
she found that due to cramped 


“quarters she had been assigned a 


dressing room near those of Kaye 
and Mature. They busied themselves 
with “making her life more inter- 
esting” as Kaye puts it, and almost 
any minute before curtain time 
the voice of one or the other could 
be heard behind scenes urging 
marriage and elopement. When a 
more convenient dressing room 
was offered to Miss Dale she de- 


clined. Bert Liytell, also of fhe 
cast, was at first aloof, but be 
fore Mature and Kaye had de- 
parted the sedate veteran and 
president of Equity was entering 
into the spirit of the foolishness 
and had become a problem child 
himself, 


When Mature was recovering 
here from an operation, hospital 
attendants were shocked to find 
that his visiting hours “had been 
fixed at from 2 a. m. to 5 a. m. 
to accommodate his pal, Danny. 


Kaye is no stranger to hospitals. 
He has two deep-grounded hobbies 
—operations and the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. When the Dodgers lost 
the series, Danny, never too cheer- 
ful off-stage, was morose for days. 
His other hobby is pampered by 
several friends who are physicians 
and surgeons. They permit him 
to attend any interesting operation 
in which they participate. 


Recollections of lean years serve 
to keep him from entertaining any 
delusiong of grandeur which not 
infrequently inflict themselves on 
a suddenly risen star. He recalls 
that less than a year ago, he made 
a scheduled night club appearance 
in Baltimore after having estab- 
lished himself in New York.

wha was ever fired personally by 
the ‘president of that company. 

Danny then got a job at a sum- 
mer camp in New York State. He 
waited on tables, sang, danced and 
entertained otherwise for $200 a 
season and keep. 

x *« * 
IS next venture—in vaudeville 
—led to his greatest humilia- 
tion. He joined forces as the 
third member of a dance team with 
Kathleen Young and Dave Harvey. 
In white tie and tails, he danced in 
unison, usually to a bored audience. 

“One night I looked out in the 
audfénce and I saw the whole front 
row was convulsed with laughter 
and although we were in the mid- 
dle of our routine the applause 
was deafening. I glanced over at 
Kathleen and tears were streaming 
down her cheeks. Dave was twist- 
ing his face as though he were in 
great pain. I looked down and 
found that my shirt was hanging 
out six inches from an opening in 
my trousers. I took a quick whirl 
and pulled it in, but I'll never get 
more applause than I did that 
night. So when, a couple of weeks 
later, I slipped and fell flat in Can- 
ton, O., did that bother me? Noth- 
ing can bother you after that. 
When I fell, Dave leaned over and 
said: “Wait for the laugh” and I 
did: That’s when I decided to go 
into comedy.” 

After Kaye had played in about 
every tank town in America, he 
was booked in a comedy act for 
the Orient. He performed in 
Tokyo, Shanghai, Hongkong, Sing- 
apore, Bangkok and Osaka. Be- 
cause of the difficulties of language 
he developed his faculty for mak- 
ing funny faces to illustrate his 
songs or lines. He thinks that per- 
haps some of the misunderstand- 
ings that have arisen between Oc- 
cidental and Oriental are due to 
certain grimaces he originated. 


When he returned to New York 
in 1935, he found that no one had 


particularly missed him. Bookings 
were difficult to get and he went 
back on tour. Finally, he entered 
into some of the half-amateur, half- 
professional theatrical goings-on 
conducted by summer theater en- 
thusiasts and met Sylvia Fine, 
born and raised with him on the 
same block in Brooklyn. She took 
Danny in hand and wrote songs and 
lyrics that fitted his peculiar style. 

“I'm never sure,” she said, “that 
I’ve written a good song fof him 
until he says he doesn’t like it. 
Then I know it’s all right.” 

The Kaye-Fine team came to 
Broadway a couple of years ago 
with “The Straw Hat Revue” well 
received in the country, but a flop 
when it got to the big town. Hard- 
ly anyone recalls Danny in it, 
which is just as well. But it got 
him a decent booking at La Mar- 
tinique, which got him a chance to 
catch the ear of Moss Hart, which 
got him a spot in “Lady in the 
Dark,” which got him a starring 
role in “Let’s Face It,” which got 
him a neat $1000 a week plus a per- 
centage of the boxoffice. And that 
will get you lots of things. 


In justice to the star it must be 
said that success has not changed 
hig values. He still worries and 
frets, nobody seems to know about 
just what, and he is loyal to his old 
associates. Max Liebman, Miss 
Fine’s collaborator, Louis Mandel, 
his attorney and advisor, and Ed 
Dukoff, his public relations coun- 
sel, began with him several years 
ago on a percentage basis. In these 
fat months, they still draw the 
same percentage although there 
was never more than an oral agree- 
ment among them. 


Danny doesn’t try to conceal his 
satisfaction with what shows up on 
payday. He knows he has to keep 
plugging to stay in there and he 
constantly frets about what he’s 
going to do next. His chief con- 
cern, now, is that he has never 
had a bad break. 


“Things are sure to even up,” he 
said. “Something terrible is due to 
happen. It’s bound to.”  . 

When he gets in this mood, his 
wife or his friends lead him over 
to Lindy’s at about 1 a. m. when 
the place is crowded with celebri- 
ties and those who came to see 
them. 

“Oh, yes, Mr. Kaye. Right this 
way, Mr. Kaye,” the head waiter 
will gay as he leads the sad 
comedian to a hitherto unavailable 
table. And that makes him feel 
much better. |
